would demand of maternity nurses, who are not 
midwives, a special training in an institution, and 
‘* The independent care of the mother and 
infant during the puerperium, should only be un 
dertaken by a trained nurse who has had at least 
three months’ regulated training in a State re 
cognised training school (women’s hospital, school 
for midwives, or lying-in home), and holds a certi 
ficate of fitness. T’o obtain her training she should 
show certificates of character, birth, and a doctor's 
signature as to her fitness and health After the 
examination, such a nurse must give notice to 
the authorities of her place of work, and should 
be, moreover, under the control or supervision of 
the medical officer of health. Her duties concern 
only the care of the mother and infant, and she 
must not overstep them, or undertake a case of 
delivery except under a doctor or midwife. In 
order also to give even to poor people, who can 
pay little or nothing, the care they need, he aims 
at the establishment of district nurses, or of 
women’s societies, which should work under 
supervision of the medical officer, and attempt the 
organisation of nurses. 

The nurse must keep a record to show to the 
doctor. She must also chart the temperature of 
the patient twice daily. In cases of puerperal 
or contagious illness, she must take the same pre- 
cautions against infection as a midwife. Her 
salary is to be fixed by the State, by means of a 
special graduated tax, and she should be eligible 
for the State sickness and old-age pensions. An 
imperial State regulation of maternity nurses must 
be aimed at: minor regulations may be left to the 
local authorities of each State. 

Dr. Lembke, referring to this scheme, describes 
it as an unrealisable ideal to institute district 
nurses for lying-in women in the country, on ac 
count of the high cost which will fall on the 
parishes; but he instances an arrangement in the 
parish of Kreuznach, by which the midwife is re- 
lieved of the care of puerperal cases, and can 
continue her calling unfettered. The parish em 
ploys two puerperal fever nurses, who nurse these 
patients at the cost of the parish. The family 
pays 1s. a day for the nurse; but in very poor 
cases this is paid by the rates. These nurses are 
under the control of the medical officer. Whether 
this arrangement will work, time will show
